MBMORIAI. TO THE DUKE OP 
NEWCASTLE. 

Man who luvo ifsi'liul nny con>iiilernl)lo 
loii!,'lli of liiiio in l!io Culoniea hiivo seen 
lii>l)ii!ar mill iiiipiipiiLn- ( lovcriioi-s ; liavi' 
seen governors who salisfioil one poliliciil 
section of the commuulty and dLHsatisrieJ Um 
other. Thoy have been oyc-wilneases to the 
arrival and dcpartura of govoraars.- It is 
seldom a governor pleases any'con's'idernble 
ai'di'iii of [jovci';imont boyonil three or 
four years. Thu c.)iHliUilio;i of colonial so- 
cioly i)J siioh tliat il is inip is^ibli) to be popu- 
lar any very great leii;^lli of tinio even where 
reiponaiblu govornniont exists, lot alone 
where it does not esiat. In an irresponsible 
form of colonial government such as we tiavo 
hero for instance — lo expect a governor as 
sncli to be popular— in other wonln, satisfy 
the country generally, for five, sovon, or ten 
years, is to entertain v>iin hopes — expecta- 
tions seldom realised. Ha would indeed be 
a paragon of njsjovernoi' — a rare exooptioa 
in colonial history if four years \yoald not 
exhanst his popalurity and personal influ- 
ence. The necessity for' a ' change of gov- 
ernors is so well understood in the Colonial 
(lopartmeut in Eiij^land Iliat tlin removal of 
a governor generally follows on the term 
of his apiv-intiiKMit as a matter of course, 
and somolinies before. The interest of the 
Orown'in the: general oontcDtment of tbe 
people in the Colonies Ims too important a 
bearing in Imporiiil connection to allow anv 
governor to remain long in a colony after the 
responsible Ministers of tlie Crown are assur- 
ed of the general dissatisraetion nf tho peo- 
ple at with government. The strongest 
protostatipiis and tho raoat powerful influence 
have failed ds' against the will of a colony. 
High military distinctions at ^Vate^loo or 
other battle fields have been the passport.^ 
to colonial governorships. Eminent succes.'; 
in oilier de[jartnients ol tliu national service 
have put others at tho head of Colonial 
Governnien'.s. liul iu all cases tho services 
of iho individual have never been able to 
weigh down tho general di800Dtenl,of b col- 
onial p3ople whether well or ill-founded. It 
is expedient to remove n governor when dis- 
content prevails, and cxpeilicncy rules. The 
best the Grown does is to bestow another gov- 
arnnient or lay the (jnvernor on tlie shelf 
with some titlo of distinction as a substitute 
for tho seals of office, or keep him at ami's 
length till another administration takes the 
heliu of state, when theycscape iniportunity 
for olBco till their pnrty-tnrn ot the helrn 
occurs again. 

\'i e have been leil at considerable length into 
these oliservalioiis by the fact ol an altenipl 
trj manufacture feelir.g favorable to ibu re- 
appointment of Governor Douglas for ano'her 
term'^^^A memorial to the Dake of Newcastle, 
which we publish, but wbicli -we have no de- 
sire to criticize, has been citcnlated to give 
this feeling shape and form. U'e mast say 
that this has been done with singularly bad 
judgment. No real well-wisher of (iovernor 
Douglas — none but over-zenlous people who 
usually overshoot tho mark — would have ever 
attempted to gloss over an administration 
that has been singularly unfortana'.er— to say 
the least. No m9rbid sympathy expressed 
in fulsome terms can avail, ^^s well might 
we nicniurializo a doctor not to amputate a 
limb when it was neces^ary to save a man's 
life, as to p-3tilion llie IJake of Xeweaslle lo 
continue Governor Douglas in onieo. The 
thing is done. It was decided two j'cars ago 
jLnd it is just so mneh twaddle on the part 
of the manufaotarors of feeling to attribute 
the change to Mr. McOlurc. Under color 
of belaboring and bespattering that gentle- 
man anot'.ier object is sons;ht lo be attained. 
Kut it won't do. ^Ye attribute very, very 
little to Mr. McClure — nothing beyond the 
accident of obtaining an interviesv with tho 
Duke of Newcastle about the time that tho 
• bubbleiWas ready to burst. It is putting the 
community on a false soent to chase Mr. Mc- 
Olure. The true way' to elevate the charac- 
ter of these Colonics in the opinion of the 
people of England is to obtain a new (jjv- 
ernor. Like Charles II., after the I'rulecto- 
rate of Cromwell, n now (jovernor — new lo 
us all — would be received ivith universal sat- 
isfaction, and everybody for a time at least 
would vie with each other to make his ad- 
ministration a suec'!93. Tho country woulil 
thus escape, for a time at least, from those 
partizan alliances ihut rer.der colonial society 
unsatisfactory alike to (J.ivernors and to pol- 
iticians. I\irlizan influences unavoidably ex 
ist ill every Colony like ours where a Gov 
cruor holds tho reiqs of power, an unusual 
time. We bad supposed that the good sense 
of the friends and admirers of Gov. Douglas 
would have saved us from making any but a 
historical or a passing iillusion lo liio ter- 
inination nf his term of oliico. We ha(i Ii0|ied 
that (ini^ntions of ailiiiiiiistration, on v/liicb 
diflercnee of opinion exists, might have been 
buried in oblivion, and that no such ques- 
tion ,as re-inslalemeot would bo raised to 
revive unpleasant even Is or excite op- 
position to fromo counter memorials. If 
it] be nlherwisn, lot llio responsibility bo 
placed on the right shoulders. Wo are per- 
KUadcd that tho opponents tl the ailminiitra- 
tion wished lo act with magnanimity — lo ex- 
ercise the manly IJritish virtue " not sirike 
a man who is down." On the presumption 
that ' Governor Douglas 'would r'efiro in due 
■ oourse, everybody desired to bury the errors, 
the defects of his administration, preferring 
to regard liiiii ia bis retircnienl a-; llie actual 
founder of two noble colonies, a high honor 
and ft lasting monument. Even were the 
Queen to graciously/ bestowL a.'.dis(inguished 
mark of her aonsideration in return for bis 
public services it would be aooeptpd by all, 
as deserved in the man and a high'compli- 
ment to the colony. Thus, all would concnr, 
wliil.st all mnst doprccalo nny unpleasant 
altercation arising out of memorials and 
counter-memorials. Hut if the hitler must 
come, let it. We are no parly lo originating a 
reuewal of political strife, touohiug so delicate 

a subject. 

PRB-^PRBSBNTATION FOR COW- 
ICHAN AND COM AX- 

Wo are glad lo lind that the claims of 
what we may call, tho principal agricultural 
district of this colony, to be represented in 
(ho Houso of Assembly, are likely to be 
brought forward during the present session. 
It is of paramount importaneo "thhtencbur- 
agcnicnl should lie given to those who are 
endeavoring to make a living by farming on 
this Island, more parlicnlarly as there is so 
much at thfl pres:iit moment tj ili,-ei)nrage 
Ihcm. Thoy have nol the ready nuirkel ll,at 
farmers within nn easy dislanco of the wag- 
gon road in British Columbia have for iheir 
produos; and in. the Tiolbria mutket they 
havo to compele will) (bo'olfJdrJdttlgd (iia< 



Isicis of Iho Ameiican .Stales, which lhavU 
hilherto supplied this port, and have no pro- 
Ksciivo duly lo assist them. The settlers at 
Cowicliaii ami Comax have tnuoh reason to 
complain of tho way in which they have 
been treated by (iovenirnQnt ; induced to take 
up hind as pioneer f.iruiers in the outlying 
dislrels of the colony, they bad a right to 
expect that, at the least, what had been pro- 
iniued to them on tho part of Governmeat, 
(■hould be performed. It is now more "than a 
year sincn the mcelings to get up ihc 
Couichan setlleinent cvcitemcnl were cuin- 
menced. Those meetings were presided ovci 
by a prominent Government oflieial, and llic 
exploring trip to tho district was arranged 
and managed by jhe same ,oDjcia|,;!yrbo him 
self, ns welt as His Exoelletiby Ihd Govornor,' 
accompanied tho trip. 

Everything calculated to inako tho ww 
coloiti/, ns il was called, an agricnllunil para 
ili.'-o was promised, i'oslal commuiiieation 
williN ietoria: Koads in many directions; Rosl- 
ilent Magistrates; a Gunboat stationed. in the 
Harbor, and many other things were promised 
to them. Surely this young colony, got up 
with such tt flourish of trumpels, and backed 
by so many supposed promises, h likely lo 
be well eaied for, was the opinion of many a 
year ago. Its projector being not only a 
GovernmeDt official, but also a inoinbcr of ihe ) 
Ilouao of Assembly, would, it was thought, 
at all times be able and willing to look after 
its interests, anxious to assist in every way 
tho settlers, who might have been s.Tduced lo 
locate themselves on tho banks of ihe 
Somenos Lake by his argumcnl.s. How arc 
mailers ohaiigeil as the year has revolvcil ! 
he who was to have been the political guard- 
ian angel of Cowiohnn and Oomas is not 
only no longer a member of the House of 
.•\ssembly, but has probably forgotten al- 
together tha wauts, and, perhaps, the very e.\- 
istenco of his young colony amidst tho 
charms and excitement of the mining districts 
of Cariboo. 

Who ihon, under these circumstances, is to 
lake uj) the cudgels for the Cowicbuu solllo- 
ments'J To whom are they to apply for 
redress of any grievances under which thoy 
may from time to time labor '! Is the Col- 
onial h'eeietary to listen to all their com- 
plaints and ailvoealo their interests in the 
House »{' Assembly We fear if a Cowichan 
selller allempt to gain the ear of a gentlemen 
of vrlinm so much is expoctcd, he will be dis- 
appointed. It would requho a strong depu- 
tation to obtain an interview with the head 
of the colonial department, without wasting 
as many days in the wailinp^-room, and on 
ihu steps of the government house, as would 
sniiiee llii.Mii to clear an acre of laud each. 
The only gov-'rnninnt oflieial who will at 
[iresent li ten to Cowichan seltlers is the 
Commissioner ol Irinds and VVorks ; but in 
unytiiing beyond Iho province of hia own 
ofiiee — anything uticoiineclcd with his maps 
and measuring chains — ho is powerless to 
help lliein. 'I'hey can, it is Irue, pour out 
their complaints and make known iheir 
wants throii;jh tlio coluirna of the press, but 
they are enlilled to a more substantial aid 
than this. Inipurlaiit ns are the interests ol 
tbe rrpresenlod portions of Vancouver Island, 
it cannot be denied that tho iolerests of Cow- 
ichan and Coma.\-, which are Jeslincil al no 
dislaiil day to be the most imporlont agricul- 
tural districts of this and the sister tolony, 
ought not to be neglected. lOvory inhabitant 
of this island is interested in the prosperity of 
the agriculturalists of tho colony, and we 
think that everyone would bo glad to see 
thcso districts represented in the House of 
Assembly. It is only by being properly re- 
presonled in lhal houso thai their inierosia 
can be properly appreciated, and their wants 
meet wiih that consideration which is ihcir 
due.
